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INTRODUCTION 

The  Illinois  Register  is  the  official  state  document  for  publishing  public  notice  of  rulemaking  activity 
initiated  by  State  governmental  agencies.  The  table  of  contents  is  arranged  categorically  by  rulemaking 
activity  and  alphabetically  by  agency  within  each  category.  The  Register  also  contains  a  Cumulative 
Index  listing  alphabetically  by  agency  the  Parts  (sets  of  rules)  on  which  rulemaking  activity  has  occurred 
in  the  current  Register  volume  year  and  a  Sections  Affected  Index  listing  by  Title  each  Section  (including 
supplementary  material)  of  a  Part  on  which  rulemaking  activity  has  occurred  in  the  current  volume  year. 
Both  indices  are  action  coded  and  are  designed  to  aid  the  public  in  monitoring  rules. 

Rulemaking  activity  consists  of  proposed  or  adopted  new  rules;  amendments  to  or  repealers  of  existing 
rules;  and  rules  promulgated  by  emergency  or  peremptory  action.  Executive  Orders  and  Proclamations 
issued  by  the  Governor;  notices  of  public  information  required  by  State  statute;  and  activities  (meeting 
agendas,  Statements  of  Objection  or  Recommendation,  etc.)  of  the  Joint  Committee  on  Administrative 
Rules  (JCAR),  a  legislative  oversight  committee  which  monitors  the  rulemaking  activities  of  State 
agencies;  is  also  published  in  the  Register. 

The  Register  is  a  weekly  update  to  the  Illinois  Administrative  Code  (a  compilation  of  the  rules  adopted 
by  State  agencies).  The  most  recent  edition  of  the  Code  along  with  the  Register  comprise  the  most 
current  accounting  of  State  agencies'  rules.

Upon   the  recommendation  of  the  Board  and  approval  of  the  Director,  an

dates.    Notice   shall   include   the  description, 

location,  date  and  time  of  the  program  to  be  offered; 

B)   A  copy  of  a  3   hour   sample  program  with  faculty,   course 

materials  and  syllabi. 

All  programs  shall: 

A)  Contribute   to  the  advancement,  extension  and  enhancement  of 
the  professional  skills   and   scientific   knowledge  of   the 
licensee  in  the  practice  of  dietetics  or  nutrition  services; 

B)  Foster  the  enhancement  of  general  or  specialized  work  in  the 
practice  of  dietetics  or  nutrition  services; 

C)  Be  developed  and  presented  by  persons  with  education  and/or 
experience  in  the  subject  matter  of  the  proqram; 

D)  Specify  the  course  objectives,  course  content   and   teaching 
methods  to  be  used;  and 

E)  Specify   the  number   of  CE  hours   that  may  be  applied  to 
fulfilling  the  Illinois  CE  requirements  for    renewal   of   a 
license. 

Each  CE  proqram  shall  provide  a  mechanism  for  evaluation  of  the 
proqram  and  instructor  bv  the  participants.   The  evaluation  may 
be   completed   on-site   immediately   followinq   the  proqram 
presentation  or  an  evaluation  questionnaire  may  be  distributed  to 
participants  to  be  completed  and  returned  by  mail.   The   sponsor 
and  the  instructor,  together,  shall  review  the  evaluation  outcome 
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rinding  ot  "unetnicai,  unautnor izea ,  or  unprotessionai  conauct'  witnin 
the  meaning  of  Section  95  of  the  Act,  which  is  interpreted  to  include, 
but  is  not  limited  to,  the  following  acts  or  practices:

5)  Submission  of   fraudulent   claims   for   services   to   any   health 
insurance  company  or  health  service  plan  or  third  party  payor;

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1)   Any  renewal  applicant  seekinq  renewal  of  a  license  without  havinq
